37 CFR §1.2 Business to be transacted in writing. 
All business with the Patent or Trademark Office should be transacted in writing. The personal attendance of applicants or their attorneys or agents at the Patent and 
Trademark Office is unnecessary.

Note: Agreement as to allowability is tentative and does 
not restrict further action by the examiner to the contrary. 

- The signature of the examiner who conducted the interview (if Form is not an attachment to a signed Office action) 

It is desirable that the examiner orally remind the applicant of his or her obligation to record the substance of the interview of each case, it 
should be noted, however, that the Interview Summary Form will not normally be considered a complete and proper recordation of the interview 
unless it includes, or is supplemented by the applicant or the examiner to include, all of the applicable items required below concerning the 
substance of the interview.

Continuation of Substance of Interview including description of the general nature of what was agreed to if an 
agreement was reached, or any other comments: Applicant's representative expressed concern that in the pending 
Final Rejection and Advisory Action, the "predetermined value" limitation of claim 6 was not explicitly addressed. The 
Examiner respectfully disagreed, and pointed to Final Office Action of 8/16/06 (page 5, lines 13-18) which referenced 
Kato (column 19, lines 45-67) wherein predictive modes are assigned "motion vector counts" delineated in tables 1-3, 
said tables being referenced in the citation. The Examiner informed Applicant's representative that the "motion vector 
counts" disclosure is the pertinent section of the teaching that reads on the "predetermined value" limitation of claim 6. 
The Examiner and Applicant's representative further discussed the limitations of claim 1 as being met by Kato including 
the plurality of predictive modes. The Examiner noted that the time for response would be as set in the Advisory Action 
of 1 1/7/06, and that the rejection of Final Office Action of 8/16/06 remains in effect. 
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
